IOO ARE INJURED

ATT. A V T A . Ca . Dec. 7— A pre dawn fire that started m t% 
teriously in the tipper floor# of the downtown Wineeoff Hotel 
today swept the 15-story structure, killing at least 115 persons. 
More than IOO others were injured in the hla/.e, the worst 
hotel fire in history from the standpoint of loss of life. 
The 
previous jrreatest toll was 71, in the Newhall House fire at M il­ 
waukee in 188.1, the National Fire Protection Association re­ 
ported from its Ruston headquarters. 
There are indications the toll among the 285 guests in the 
194-room hotel located on Atlanta’s famed Peachtree St. will 
run higher. 
Many leaped to their deaths from the flaming 
structure. 
Others were burned fatally or suffocated. 
Most of the guests were trapped above the third floor 
where the fire was believed to have started about 3:15 a. rn. 
The brick ami concrete building was constructed in 1913. 
It 
bad no outside fire escapes. 
It was classed as fire resistant. 
The flames were brought under control at 7 a. rn. 
W . H. Roger*, a fireman, told of finding 16 bodies on one upper 
floor. The room* in which they were found were undamaged by the 
flames and ail apparently had died of nuftocation. In one room were 
the bodies of five young girls, in another a woman and three children. 
Emergency mortuaries were set up In various parts of the city 
and a count of the dead was difficult. The municipal morgue at Grady 
Hospital reported It had 34 bodle* and could take no more. 
W ith the flames under control, firemen kept up a steady pro­ 
cession to bring the dead and Injured from the building. Bodies from 
the upper floors were removed via a bridge which was built across an 
alley way to an adjoining building. 
The Red .( mss set up a special disaster staff headquarter* for 
identification of the dead. but the official said obtaining names would 
lie difficult because most of the bodies were in night clothe* and 
many were burned or mutilated beyond recognition.

The miners’ boss told reproters at a suddenly -called news conference at UMW headquarters that ‘‘in addition, public necessity requires the quantitatve producton of coal dumg such 
a period”. Mr. Lewis ordered the miners back t owork immediately . 
The announcement came as the Supreme Court was considering the government’s plea for an immediate review of Mr. Lewis’ an dthc miners’ contempt case, involving $3,510,000 in 
fines levied by the federal district court. 
And in the White House, President Trum an was devoting most of the day to work ing on his nationwide broadcast for 9 :30 p. m. tomorrow, in which he promised to discuss the coal 
crisis. 
Mr. Lewis and the union were found guilty of contempt of court last Tuesday for not heading off the crippling strik e now in its 17th day . The union was fined $3,500,000 and Mr. 
Lewis himself $10,000. 
Mr. Lewis’ announcement climaxed an epi c series of legal strok es and counter-strok es that whirled with almost unprecendented speed into the Supreme Court. 
Mr. Lewis said the union stood willing to negotiate a work ing agreement with the government or with the private operators along whatever line the court may decide in its deci-*

COAL WALKOUT IS CALLED OFF! 


B U L L E T I N 
W ASH ING TO N, Dec. 7—The »oft coal strike was called off today. 
In a letter to members of the United Mine W orkers, John L. Lewis sai dhe w as ordering the miners back to work at least until March 31 so that the Supreme Court could be free frem 
“public pressure superinduced by the hysteria and frenzy of an economic crisis”. 
The miners’ boss told reproters at a suddenly-called news conference at UM W headquarters that “in addition, public necessity requires the quantitatve producton of coal dum g such 
a period”. Mr. Lewis ordered the miners back t owork immediately. 
The announcement cam e as the Supreme Court was considering the government’s plea for an immediate review of Mr. Lewis’ an dthe m iners’ contempt case, involving $3,510,000 in 
fines levied by the federal district court. 
And in the White H ouse, President Truman was devoting most of the day to working on his nationwide broadcast for 9:30 p. rn. tomorrow, in which he promised to discuss the coal 
crisis. 
Mr. Lewis and the union were found guilty of contempt of court last Tuesday for not heading off the crippling strike now in its 17th day. The union was fined $3,500,000 and Mr. 
Lewis himself $10,000. 
Mr. Lew is’ announcement climaxed an epic series of legal strokes and counter-strokes that whirled with almost unprecendented speed into the Supreme Court. 
Mr. Lewis said the union stood willing to negotiate a working agreement with the government or with the private operators along whatever line the court may decide in its deci­
